Tlie JVews. 
The telegraphic intolligenoe re* 
oeired daring ilio last two days is ot 
peculiar inlorost. Lasc wook iv vaguo 
iiilimutioh reached us of iho proba* 
bility of a Minisloriiil collapse in Eng- 
land, but wo wore Hcaicoly pioparod 
to hoar 80 soon aftorwai'da of the 
actual ruaiyiiatioii of Lho Cabinet, 
After moiiLliB of palionL euduranco, 
lho IJnion of tho Colonics was so lar 
considurud un fait accompli, ■ that tho 
bill had been drafted and only awaited 
tho diapoaal of llio Roforai Bill, and 
Other iniporLani inoasuroa, when wo 
wore assured that it would bo sub- 
miitod to J'urliainont. The . second 
reading of tlio Fraiiehiso Edl was 
pulled through tho llouso of Com- 
tnoDs by a small miijority after a 
close and desperato su'e.gglo. Tho 
Ministry, says our telegram, " had 
cousiaiuly carried their points by ma- 
jorities, ranging from live to twenty- 
seven, wbea Lord Daokellia (liberal 
mea^bor for Gal way) moved that the 
bttJiia of the Borough FraoobiHe be 
seven pounds rateable value instead 
of Hevon pounds rental value, which it 
was OBtimated would mike a diifor^ 
ence oi bixty thousund persons to the 
number designed to bo qualified- 
seven pounds rateable being equal to 
nine pounds rental. Tho voio resulted 
in 300 for the Ministry and 317 tor 
the motion," or a majority against the 
Government df eleven. The Ministry 
in consequence of the defeat Rendered 
their resignations to the Queen, and 
Parliament adjourned to await the re- 
sult. This, to all intents and purposes — 
unless indeed Mr Cardwell will havo 
remembered us in our necessity before 
his oflScial disbolutiou — shelves the 
TJoion question for some lime to come, 
and leaves us to hobble along, as best 
yto can, in our former uncertain uud 
TinsBtislaotory condition. In view of 
the dangers of a disruptio'n of the 
Government in such stormy times as 
the present, the Queen- may induce 
Earl Bussell and^his Ministers to re- 
tain offioe tor a further period ; and if 
•0 Mr Curdwell's little nurseling may 
yet be weaned and baptized, but tbe 
chance is a faint one — a broken reed 
on which to rest our hopes. From 
Europe, the news is becoming more 
and morn exciting. Tbe impetuous 
Italians, in their t>agerntss to set fuoi 
on Venetian soil, appear to havo rcck-< 
oned without their bust, and have 
opened tho campaign in norihern 
Italy, as unfortunately as inoy did ihe 
•war of '59. Havioff crossed the Min- 
oio on tho 22iid of Juno, near Gaela, 
the Italians advanced without rosistx 
anoo towards tho river Bella, driving 
b3' their superior numbers an Austrian 
brigade back upon the outlying forts 
ot Voron:i. ■ The King's troops Con- 
tinued their on ward marcli on cither 
side of tho Mincio towards Peschiera, 
a strongly fortified town at the south' 
era end of Lake GarUa, here it would 
seem tbe Austriuna were well pro- 
pared to rocoivo ttiein, and a great 
battle ensued which resulted 'n tbe 
defeat of both wings ot the Italian 
army, and their retreat across tho 
Mincio followed by the Jinperiiil 
forces, who took several cannon and 
many ])ri>(iners, beliavmg it is said, 
with great valor. Tho luilian troups 
appear to have fuiiglit bravely under 
fire. I'niu'O Ainiideus atd severiil 
Generals were wuniiileil. It is not 
proimblo that the Auslriaiis in Vene- 
tia will attempt to tullow up the mc- 
censos of their arms, liioy will have 
enough to do to repel the invading 
forces at tlio several points of attack, 
and know too well the dangerous risk 
that they would incur in leaving their 
Htrongly fortiiied ]i;isitii)n in northern 
Italy. Ill tho ineaiitime Garibaldi 
was hastening to the battle ground ; 
bridges were to bo thrown acrot-.-i the 
Po, and tho tie.xt telegrams will pro- 
bably bring word of frPsh engage- 
ments, as the Italian reverses had only 
served to tire the people and to incite 
thorn to redouble their ell'o'rts to lil>- 
craio Venetia. A d'vei-Mion in favor 
of Prussia by attacking Jiiivaria 
through the Tyrol was conLeinplated 
Tho Italian volunt'ers hail worsted a 
dotachruont of Auslrians neur the 
bridge of Coll'.iro. Kroin Gorinaiiy 
tho news is no less interesting. Tho 
llanovorian arm^' was completely 
surrounded by tho Pruasians and 21 
hours were granted to tho King for 
determining ujion the terms of capitu- 
lation, although another despatch says 
that they had escaped into Meiningon. 
Tho elector of Heaso Cusael, refused 
proffered terms of alliance on the 
entry of the Prussians into the Eloc- 
torate, which would have guaranteed 
to him his sovereign rights, and he had 
been sent north, iirunswiok had in. 
timated her willingness to support the 
Prussian proposals for reform, and it 
Berlin despatch says that the Prassian 
(tUiAQoe baa been accepted by all tbe 



northern States with tho exception of ^ 
Saxony, Hanover, Ucsso and Nassau. , 
The Mecklenburg and Oldenburg 
arihies have bieenfdemobilizcd and will 
form a reserve corps with other 
troops in northern Germany. Tho 
Grand Duke of JBadon had broken off 
relations with Prussia, which adds 
another State to tho Austrian cause. 
On tho other hand, the IlunparianB 
were already showing signs of shak- 
ing olT tho hated Austrian yoko. A 
great baltio in Bohemia, was consid- 
ered inovitablo. From Jladrid we 
have intelligonco of tho suppression 
of a Serious military revolt and from 
Bokhara, wo learn that the Russians 
Were cslabli-hing their supremacy, 
and after seven days hard fighting 
had defeated tho enemy, [ilaciiig tho 
tho Emir in a most critical position.

Tho onmbuslion of 
two pounds of qpal gives out suIBcicnl power 
lo raise a man to the summit of Mont Blanc. 
One pound uf coal in the best oonstrnctdd 
iMiiziiicVsbonld bo capable of raising 1,000 - 
I'lOOib. a loot high, but the actual meohanioal 
power which is set free in every pouud ol 
coal cdL-iimtHl is sniiiciont to rtiise to iho 
saini! li<'i_;!il ti'ii times that weight. Taking 
llie avera.i,'!! ol llio etiiiiiies in il-e, it may be 
assumed that not ono-lhird of tho smaller of 
these powi-rs is nldainid Irom iho coal, and, 
eoiiseciaontly, as Sir William Armsttong point- 
ed out atjthu meeting of the Urilish Assooia 
lion at Newcastle, " iho average quantity ol 
coal which wo ezpeed in rcali/.ing a 'given 
ell'ect by means of Ibe steam-engine is about 
limes greater than would be requisiio 
with an absolutely perfect engine." The 
same alarming wiislo ol fuel is continually 
going on ill the lornaoes, wlieruthu ores ol 
iron and other minerals are fus \l. Tho 
oomljusiion in many ul tlii!--o is so iiiiperlect 
lhal clouds ot pnwilercd carbon in the loriii 
nl sinoku pass iiiln the air lo darken the skies 
witti iwo-lhirils of llieir heating power uii- 
dovulupcd. In our houses the same cxtrav" 
Bgant waste of coal power inkes place. We 
coosume for domes.io use one ton of coal per 
head of the population, or about 30.000,000 
of tons in a year. "If anyone,'' says Sir 
William Armstrong, "will consider that 
single pound of coal applied lu a well con- 
structed Bte.im-engino boiler is suflicieiit to 
evaporate 10lb.,or one gallon ol water, ainl il 
ho will compare this ellect with Ihi! insigiiili- 
cunt qiianlily uf svr;er wliicli'can bo boiled olf 
in steam by a pound of coal eini umcd in an 
ordinary kitchen file, he will be abUi tu ap- 
preciate tho enormous waste whiuli takes 
place by the common mciliods of burning 
ocbI for oulinary purposes. "—Aaiftoay News.

History of PiclfWiclc.' 

In a letter in the AllutuvA'.m Mr Charles 
Dickons notices a slalemeni wtiicli has gain- 
ed publicity respec'jg tho buj posed share 
of (he late Mr Seymour in the "Pickwick 
Papers," Mr D'ckens cays — ' Mr Seymour 
'the artist never originated, an -gest d, or in 
any way hud lo do widi, suvo as illustrator of 
what I devised, nn inc'deot, u charactor (ex- 
cepting the spurting tusie oi Mr Winkle), a 
namo. a phrase, or a Word' to ba found in tbe 
'Piokwiok Papitfs.' I never saw Mr Sey- 
mour's handwriting,-! bojieve, in my life. 
I never oveo saw Mr Seymour but onoe ii;^ 
my life, and that was within eight and forty 
hours of his unliraely death. Two persons 
boih still living, were present on that abort 
occasion. Mr Seymour died when only the 
first twenty-four printed pr ;es of tho 'Pick- 
wick Papers' were published ; I thiuk before 
the next throe or four pages were complntoly 
written; I am sure before one subsequant 
lino of the book ivas invented. In July 1849 
some incoherent assertions made by the 
widow of Mr Seymour, in the course of cer- 
tain endeavours of heis to raise money, in- 
ducod me to address a letter to Mr Edward 
Chapman, then the only sarviviog business 
partner in Ibe original firm of Chapman and 
Hall, who first piibliahod the 'Pickwick Pip- 
ers.' requesting him to inform mo in writing 
whether the loregoing slaienient was correct. 
In .Mr Chapman's coiifirinalory answer, iiu-. 
iiiediatuly wriuen, he reminded nia that I 
had given .Mr Seymour more credit than was 
his due. 'As this letter is to bo hiatoiical,' 
he wrote, 'I may as well claim what little 
belongs to iiio in tho matter, and that is, the 
figure of Piokwiok. Seymour's flrst sketch,' 
made from tho proof of my first chupier, 
'was of a long thin man. The present im- 
mortal oAe he made from my description of a 
friend of mine at Richmond.' " 



A Desperate Man Suhdued by Ciii.oito- 
roRM. — The Clevelun.l lUiald ol .May Uih 
gives an account oMho taming ol a murderer 
in lhat city, under Bouteuce of death. As 
the time di ow near, for his oxociition, Cooper, 
Ibe doomed man, became unmanageable. 
Close obsorvaiion of his movements convinc- 
ed Sheriff Jeoniugs that auoibor attempt to 
escape would be made, and Le concluded to 
place him in irons. By some Dioaos, pro- 
bably through some of tho prtsonera, Cooper 
became aware of the intention of the Sberifi. 
ft was decided to put the irons on him on 
Wednesday. During tho day he went into 
his coll and barricaded himsoir within it. 
Ho tore up his bunk and placed the pieces 
against the door. When the Sheriil camo to 
shackle bim, ho sworo that no ono should 
enter his coll, and that the irons should never 
go on his limbs while he was alive. lie 
was perfectly wild with excitement. His 
eyes glisttocd through the barred door like 
those of an infariated tiger. He raved and 
tore around his cell like a madroaD, oursing 
and swearing in the most blasphemous man- 
ner. The SherilT found that it would be im- 
possible to confine him without considerable 
assistance. lie therefore called in several 
of tho prominent men ol Ihe town, lo consult 
aa lo thfc best ornrse lo be pursued. Among 
thorn was Dr D. R. Jennings, who proposed 
that chloroform should bo used to subdue the 
enraged murderer. It was at first objected 
to by some, but Pra. Keyes nod Graham 
being consulted, it was decided it that was the 
only means of accomplishing the desired end. 
Two large syringes ware procured, that would 
each hold about one pound of tbo subtle 
fluid. Tho syringes were filled with the 
chloroform, a bod quilt procured lo place ovor 
the grating of tho coll door, and after every- 
thing was prepared thu conteuta of the 
syringes wero discharged into tho cell, and 
luckily struck Cooper lull in the face. lie 
was Bomewhal taken aback by this nove, 
procedure, and told them lu come on witn 
their doctor stuff, but they would never sub- 
due him in that manner. A second dis- 
charged ol the chlorolorm-laden syrin^jes, 
however, did the work. In little less than 
four minutes from tho time of tho first injec- 
tion of the oblorotorm, the raging man was 
quiet, and sank down upon the floor perfectly

him out into the corridor of the jail, where 

the manacles wero placed on bis logs. In 
about filteen minutes he revived, but tho deed 
was done, and he was unable to do further 
harm. As soon as ho became able lo speak 
and move, he raised his manacled hands and 
said, with a wicked outb: "Gentlemen, yon 
have showed a good deal of wit, bat you are 
a set ot cowards."
